The field measured approximately one and 
one-half kilometer by one and one-half kilometer. The surface was dirt and one 
dirt runway extended east to west. The area was enclosed with a barbed wire 
fence, one and one-half meters high. One civilian armed with a rifle patrolled 
the area. The field could be extended in all directions. There were two build- 
ings on the airfield; one, which served as a passenger 
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terminal, pilots' room, etc., was 50 m, * 20 m, x 10 m,, single-story, gable- 
■ type roof. The other building served as a repair ehop, 30 m, x 15 m. x 7 m,, 
with a gable- type wooden roof, A fuel dump was located nearby which consisted 
of three tanks, 10 m, long, 3 mu in diameter, on wooden stands. All planes 
were refueled by hoses. The refueling area was fenoed off with barbed wire. 
Only oivilian planes used the airfield and were identified as twin-engined
